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PREFACE 



A Directory of Pennsylvania Library Resources ; A Guide to the Resources and 
Services of Academic, Special, and Large Public Libraries has been completed 
cn request by the State Library of Pennsylvania and with an LSCA Title HI 
grant to support the work. Because of the rapid increase in library resources 
in Pennsylvania it was thought that the first directory should be updated and 
expanded. This has been done, and the results follow. 

Approximately 700 questionnaires were jnailed to academic, selected public, 
and special libraries in Pennsylvania. The first directory was used as a 
beginning mailing list; additions were made from the American Library Directoi*y , 
Philadelphia Special Libraries Directory , Pittsburgh Special Libraries Directory , 
Kruzas^ Directory of Special Libraries and Information Centers , and The Education 
Directory; Higher Education published by the U.S. Government Office of 
Educational Opportunity. 

Responses welre received from ii91 libraries; of those responding 51 did not 
wish to be included in the directory. 205 libraries did not respond; we used 
information from the above sources for 37 of these. Total number of entires in 
the directory is as follows: 



Two follow'-ups resulted in the excellent return rate of almost 71%. Me wish 
to acknowledge with gratitude the help of all the busy librarians who took time 
to fill out the extensive questionnaire. 

We have tried to be careful in the compilation of this directory i. However, 
it is likely that errors have crept in. We ask that you note corrections and 
submit them to the State Library of Pennsylvania, Bureau of Library Development. 

I want to express 2737 special thanks to Lois Bronstein who managed the entire 
project with resourcefulness, imagination, and patience. She received a great 
deal of help from Robert W. Ditmer and Lee Lourea. I am grateful to all three 
of these people. 

We hope that the Directory will be another step toward increased interlibrary 
cooperation in Pennsylvania. Because it pinpoints specific resources of major 
libraries in the state, it should contribute materially to the sharing of 
resources among them.

HOW TO USE THIS DIRECTORY 



The Directory is arranged in a single alphabet by name of parent institution, 
and by name of libraiy for parent institutions with more than one library. An 
asterisk next to an institution or library name indicates that no response was 
received to oui' que5:tionnaire . Wo have used information from other sources to 
include thirty-seven ol' the non-respondents. 

In order to make it easier for librarians to complete the questionnaires, we 
indicated that we would use information from Lee Ash^s Subject Collections . 3d ed, 
if so indicated on the questionnaire. Several libraries took advantage of this 
offer and we have included their subject collections as listed in Ash. 

The first index is by type of library and is divided into three sections 
listing academic, special, and public libraries separately. Within each group 
libraries are arranged as above. The second index is by subject. Library of 
Congress subject headings were used insofar as possible. NumlJ^rs following each 
subject heading' indicate pages on which this particular subject may be found. 

Wherever libraries indicated subject strengths rather than specific subject 
headings, we either translated them into L.C. headings or created new headings 
(in cases where appropriate L.C. headings could not be found). Some headings 
were changed which seemed archaic. 

Headings were used for special collections, subject strengths or specialities, 
and current acquisitions of special libraries.
